nxing the valuta of our articles of pro­ 
duction and consumption.

four methods of transportation, viz.: 
Public Highways, Railroads, Water* 
ways and Pipe Lincs. 


Public Highways. 
We have 121,500 miles of public 
highways in Texas with only 2,000 
miles 
classed 
as 
improved 
public 
roads. 
The average cost of hauling 
freight over the public highways of 
Texas is 43 cents per ton per mile. 


43 Cents Per Ton Per Mile. 


The average cost of hauling freight 
over the public roads fit the United 
States is 23 cents | er ton per mile. As 
i producer the farmer gets the same 
price for his products whether hauled 
over good roruls or had roads, and 
is a consumer the farmer pays the 
same price for merchandise whether 
lie hauls it over good roads or bad 
roads. 
The farmer receives the bcne- 
its of good roads, hut pays the penalty 
>f had roads. 
The Texas farmer in 1904 raised 
s,000,000 tons of products. 
It cost ap­ 
proximately $17,000,000 to haul these 
products to town. 
By improving our 
public highways to the government 
average we can reduce the cost of 
transportation 
one-half 
and 
save 
$8,000,000 per annum. 


Mud Road Tax $8,000,000 Per Annum. 


The Texas farmer pays in State and 
:ounty taxes, all purposes. $7,000,000 
per annum, which is a million dollars 
less than the bad roads tax. 
The 
money paid to support of government 
continues to circulate; it is not de­ 
stroyed. 
But the tax levied by the 
mud hole is lost as completely as if 
it were destroyed by tire.

w ard us. 
Astronom ers hope th a t tiiis 
visit of the comet will enable them to 
d e term in e absolutely the size of the 
nucleus and its composition. 
Comets 
are composed of three p a rts—the n u ­ 
cleus. the head arid the tail.. The n u ­ 
cleus is the < en te r of the head, and ii 
is known that th e head is of the same 
composition as the tail, only denser. 
W hen comets pass between the earth 
and stars it is possible to see the sta rs 
th ro u g h both the tail and the head. 
which is one proof t h a t both are t r a n s ­ 
parent. but it bas n e v e r happened that 
I he nucleus of a com et has been in 
such position between the earth and 
a s ta r that the astronom ers could tell 
w h e th e r or not the s ta r would show 
th ro u g h the nucleus as well as th rough 
the head.—Popular Mechanics.

Uncle Sam says the farmers must 
not imagine that they can make a big 
income by growing calabashes and 
selling the gourds for pipe material. 
Gourds are imported now at from 2b 
cents to $2 a dozen. 
It is the necessi­ 
ty of hand work in making tile pipes 
that causes them 
to be expensive 
when you have to buy them. 
No two 
gourds are of the same shape or size. 
Consequently all the cutting and fit­ 
ting must be done by hand. 
It is 
worth while for a smoker to have ti 
pipe which he has made himself.

CALABASH Pl FE OOI’RBS. 


H . L. Washington, sent some cf the 
calabash seeds to the department of 
agriculture in 1906. 
Since then the 
government has discovered by experi­ 
mentation that the calabash will grow 
almost anywhere in the United States. 
The gourd seed is planted about like 
melon seeds and at ‘ho same period. 
It grows luxuriantly, each vine pro­ 
ducing many gourds. 
Not all of them 
are suitable for pipe material. 
Many 
are blighted by insect bites o r ether 
causes. 
Most of the gourds crook 
their own necks iii growing, 
lf the 
grower wants a pipe neck with arti­ 
ficial kinks he eau get what he wants 
by bending the pliable neck in the 
way it is desired for it to grow and 
then waiting until the gourd matures. 
Cut off the big end of the gourd at 
the 
point 
indicated for 
your pipe 
bowl’s top. 
Clean out the pith, 
cu t 
off the neck end and make a little hole 
with your knife blade. 
Get a curved 
pipe mouthpiece with a screw thread. 
One from any old pipe will do. but it 
should be carefully boiled beforehand 
lo cleanse it from n i c o t i n e deposits. 
Screw' the thread into the opening 
in the neck of your gourd, 
lf you 
want an inner pipe bowl that can be 
taken out for cleaning, you can buy 
cheap one, such as is used in meer­ 
schaums, at a tobacconist's store. 
A 
little plaster cf paris poured into the 
calabash bowl and the inner bowl 
then pressed down flush with the top 
of Hie cut off gourd will make the in­ 
ner bowl fit snugly. 
I >on’t leave it in 
the plaster of paris more than three 
minutes when fitting, for if you do it 
will set hard and be permanently 
stuck. 
Take it out after two or three 
minutes, when the plaster is partly 
dried. 
After the piaster dries thoroughly 
put the inner bowl back, get a pipeful 
of good tobacco, light a match, place

Transportation 


In discussing the cost of transpor­ 
tation tile Texas Commercial Secre­ 
taries’

rule, the producer pays the freight to 
the factory or market and the con­ 
sumer pays the freight from the fac­ 
tory to the point of consumption. 
Texas has comparatively few factories, 
and the 
cost of transportation 
is, 
therefore, of paramount importance in 
nxing the value of our articles of pro­ 
duction and consumption. 
We have 
four methods of transportation, viz.: 
Public Highways, Railroads, W ater­ 
ways and Pipe Lines. 


Public Highways. 


We have 121,500 miles of public 
highways in Texas with only 2,000

The average cost of hauling 
freight over the public highways of 
Texas is 43 cents per ton per mile.

To prevent birds from flying with­ 
out the barbarous and injurious sys­ 
tem sometimes practiced of cutting 
their wings it. will he found sufficient. 
to tie together with a thread three or 
four of the largest feathers of one 
wing. 
This destroys the balance, th© 
wings do not aet symmetrically in the 
air, aud flight is rendered impossible. 
Fowls, pigeons, etc., may be kept with­ 
in bounds in this simple fashion.
